LIFE SENTENCE 


Quick Justice Meted Out 
to Stayer of Young 
Girl

evidence of premeditated m urder 
to w arrant it. 
Loune gave himself up up ut 
noon and was sentenced at 3:55 
p. rn. 
He was taken to Jackson 
to­ 
night to begin his sentence. 
Loune, according 
to 
officers 
said he strangled Miss Fry when 
she admitted interest 
In 
other 
men and told him she was going 
to marry another youth. Frank 
Peavey. Arraigned before 
Judge 
Gordon Tappan in police court 
Loune waived examination 
and 
immediately was hound over to 
circuit court, where he pleaded 
guilty. Judge Eugene F. Law re­ 
fused to accept the plea until he 
had talked to I^ u n e in his of­ 
fice. 
Strangled Girl 
Miss Fry was found 
strangled 
to death at the home of her sis­ 
ter 
Wednesday 
night. 
I^ounc 
was sought Immediately after the 
discovery because he was known 
to have been with the girl during 
the morning. 
He was last seen 
hoarding a Detroit-bound inter­ 
urban. A police search in Michi­ 
gan 
and 
near 
London.

Loune’s former home, was insti­ 
tuted. 
Loune todav told officers 
he 
went to Detroit and then to Chi 
rago. Thursday he returned

Keech’s death marred a spectacu­

The disaster 
came with sickening 
suddenness. 
Cheers turned to gasps 
as 
the 
speeding machine, traveling at 119 
miles an hour, smashed up. 
Silence 
settled 
for a moment, 
then utter confusion re:gned as the 
infield crowd rushed for the s&vne. 
Keech had fnainta ned a three- 
quarter lap lead ever Meyer for 150 
miles. Bob Robinson, his red racer 
thundering into the east stretch/ 
led the pack to the turn. 
His car 
struck a hole in the boards and the 
machine, out of control, shot to 
the top of the saucer, hit the guard 
rail, perched momentarily and then 
slid backward into the field. 
Bursts Into Flames 
Undamaged, the car glided out 
of the way of the oncoming field. 
' Keech veered slightly 
to 
avoid 
1 hitting the Robinson entry. 
One 
i of his tires hit an uneven spot and 
the machine was further deflected 
by the wreckage of the guardrail. 
The car overturned, 
and. 
rolling 
down the bowl, crushed the pilot 
and burst 
into 
flames. 
Blazing 
gasoline spread over the track And 
fire and smoke added to the men­ 
ace to six other drivers still in the 
race. 
Triplett’s car crashed into the 
mass of broken wood and careened 
to the top of the track, shrouded 
by a cloud of smoke.

TURNING MEX INTO GODS. 
THE ISOLATED tribes of the 
mountains of 
Thibet 
consider 
Herbert Hoover a kind of god. 
They have corrupted his name 
into "Koovera,” which is the old 
name for the Thibetan god of 
happiness. 
In some of their huts 
there are faded old newspaper 
photographs 
of 
the 
American 
president, mounted 
over 
little 
family altars to 
receive 
daily 
ceremonies of reverence. 
And. as if one American 
god 
were not enough, the Thibetans 
have also elevated Henry Ford 
to their pantheon. 
Ford ranks 
much lower than Hoover, but is 
nevertheless considered a 
very 
potent kind of semi-divinity. 
These rather odd bits of infor­ 
mation are brought out by Prof. 
Nicholas Roerich. New York ar­ 
tist, who has just returned from 
a five-year trip into the obscure 
regions back of tho Himalayas. 
They bring a smile 
to 
the 
faces of American readers, nat­ 
urally enough. 
The thought of 
the brisk, efficient Mr. 
Hoover 
and the 
nervously-aetive 
Mr. 
Ford seated in complacent som­ 
nolence on flower-bedecked 
al­ 
tars to receive the prayers 
and 
sacrifices of ignorant barbarians 
is decidedly not 
the 
kind 
of 
thought onp can entertain with 
a straight fcae. 
Yet, after all. these Thibetan 
tribes are only doing what 
the 
whole race was accustomed to do 
a relatively short time ago. 
In the early days of civiliza­ 
tion any man 
who 
stood 
out 
above hiR fellows was believed 
to have some trace of divinity in 
him 
If you could trace back the 
old myths of Greece or Scandina- 
\m to thvdr sources you 
would 
find that most of the gods they 
mention were originally human 
beings, whose exploits 
had 
so 
dazzled their associates that they 
were deified. 
We have pretty well got over 
that now. 
At least nobody 
in 
America has yet suggested that. 
President Hoover be 
enshrined 
in a temple. 
Not even the most 
ardent Republican would propose 
such a thing. 
When you stop to think about 
it, though, we do pretty much 
the same thing. 
We don’t deify our great men; 
instead we let 
their 
achieve­ 
ments convince us that we our­ 
selves— all of us, from the high­ 
est to the 
lowest— have 
some 
sort of divinity in us. 
In other words, we judge our 
race by the lives of its finest rep­ 
resentatives. 
We aren't so far wrong when 
we do that. 
For scores of centuries 
man 
has been trying to demonstrate 
that he is somehow higher than 
the rest of the 
animal 
world 
Sometimes his efforts have not 
been very convincing 
There is 
always enough 
meanness 
and 
cruelty and ignorance and blind­ 
ness in the world to make 
one 
pretty discouraged. 
But 
there 
are. 
also. 
men 
whose lives prove that the race 
has magnificent capabilities. 
We 
don’t deify these men any more; 
instead we reflect that the quali­ 
ties they have we have toe).

The name avocado is not nearly 
so well-known to Americans as is 
the term alligator pear, which is 
merely another 
term 
for 
this 
fruit, also called the calavo. 
The 
last term is a contraction of the 
words California avocado and re­ 
fers particularly to the product 
now grown in this country, and 
an exceptional specimen 
of 
th£ 
product. 
Avocadoes or 
alligator 
pears 
vary in size from five ounces to 
two pounds. 
The color is yellow­ 
ish green, but varies from purple 
to black. 
The one seed is large 
and the skin varies with the va­ 
riety. 
The dietitian, Lulu E. Graves, 
has described in the health maga­ 
zine, Hygeia, not only the devel­ 
opment of this fruit and its his­ 
tory but also its spfc'gl qualities 
in the diet and a number of reci­ 
pes which help to m ake it even 
more palatable than it is. 
The 
American diet is how so full of 
luxuries that 
new 
preparations 
are constantly being 
offered 
to 
stimulate jaded appetites. 
The avocado has a low carbo­ 
hydrate content, 4.6 per cent, so 
that It is a 
valuable 
constituent 
for diabetic diets. 
It is higher in 
fat than most fruit, only the ol­ 
ive containing 
any 
considerable 
amount, of oil. 
The fat of the av­ 
ocado 
varies 
from 8 to 31 
per 
cent. 
One of the advantages of the 
oil Is the fact that it carries a 
good deal of the fat soluble vita­ 
min A. which is of importance in 
building resistance 
against 
dis­ 
ease. 
It has also 
been 
shown 
that the alligator pear contains a 
‘good deal of vitamin B. indeed, 
one authority insisting that one 
avocado has as much vitamin B 


as six cakes of yeast. 
Besides^, it ranks higher in min­ 
erals than apples, oranges, lem­ 
ons, peaches 
and 
strawberries. 
The energy value is high as com­ 
pared with other fruits. The av­ 
ocado Is*therefore not only an ex­ 
ceedingly palatable fruit, 
hut 
a 
valuable addition to the diet. 
Miss Graves points out that the 
American who tries a new fruit 
always begins by seasoning with 
sugar or condiments 
and 
later 
eats the fruit in the natural state. 
That was the story of the grape­ 
fruit and the bffhana. 
Today the 
connoisseur 
in ' avocado 
eating 
cuts the fruit lengthwise, removes 
the 
seed 
arranges 
the 
halves 
on a salad 
plate, 
garnishing 
it 
with lettuce leaves. 
T hen.he eats 
the 
fruit 
like 
cantaloup or apple, hut if he is 
less experienced he is 
likely 
to 
add a daf*h of lemon or llme jiiice 
or som e.highly seasoned dressing 
The avocado may also be combin­ 
ed with cucumbers, tomatoes, or 
sandwich fillings, or it 
may 
be 
molded with all sorts of fruits and 
vegetables in gelatin.

Mackenzie Gives Advice 
on Proper Airport 
Building 


W. J. Mackenzie, airport spec­ 
ialist in the aeronautics branch 
of the 
department of commerce, 
w as among the visitors here dur­ 
ing the past week in connection 
with 
the Upper 
Peninsula 
Air 
Tour. 
He is conducting a tour of 
the cities in the upper peninsula 
at the 
request of 
Congressman 
Frank P. Bohn, advising the mu­ 
nicipalities 
regarding 
the con­ 
struction of safe and adequate air­ 
ports. 
After finishing 
his work 
here 
Mr. Mackenzie will visit the fol­ 
lowing cities in the interest of 
aeronautics: 
Calumet, 
L ’Anse, 
Munising, 
M anistique, 
Crystal 
Falls, Iron River and Hermans- 
ville. 
Mr. Mackenzie gave an interest­ 
ing story about the progress of 
aviation in the United States. He 
stated that 
during the 
year of 
1928 air transport lines operating 
on schedule over the established 
airw ays 
throughout the 
United 
Skates flew a total of 7H million 
miles carrying more than 3 m ill­ 
ion pounds of 
express and more 
than 3 million pounds of m ail. 
The 
commerce 
d e p a rtment 
m aintains also a staff of aeronau­ 
tical engineers skilled in the oper­ 
ation and 
maintenance 
of 
air­ 
craft, who are required to inspect 
periodically all 
licensed aircraft, 
give theoretical and practical ex­ 
am inations to applicants for pi­ 
lots’ licenses and theoretical ex­ 
aminations to applicants 
for me­ 
chanics' licenses. There have been 
more than 
600 
physicians and 
surgeons 
designated as medical 
examiners fo r the department of 
commerce. 
More than 20,000 m iles of air­ 


ways 
have 
been 
established 
throughout the United States, of 
which more than 10,000 miles are 
equipped air navigation facilities. 
Most of us are fam iliar with the 
type of equipment that 
has been 
installed on these airw ays up to 
this time. 
The radio range beacon, one of 
the foremost aids to 
navigation 
has been installed at three term in­ 
als on established airways. 
This 
beacon broadcasts a 
beam very 
sim ilar to a ray of light except 
that It is not visible, which from 
a zero point at the radio tower 
spreads to five m iles in width at 
IOO miles. 
An airplane equipped 
with a radio receiving device hav­ 
ing a visual reed indicator on the 
instrument board can get in line 
with this beam and any deviation 
from the course will be shown on 
the Indicator. 
By m eans of this 
equipment, it 
is also 
possible to 
communicate with pilot and trans 


mlt m essages of importance. 
Competition Looms 
Besides the extent of the fed­ 
eral program for 
the advance­ 
ment of aviation there is another 
Indication of 
importance 
which 
cannot be 
overlooked. 
In 
the 
near future som e of the largest 
railroad companies will be inaug­ 
urating air transport lines of their 
own. 
Great corporations such as 
railoads would not be investing 
their money In the industry of air 
transportation Had not already a s­ 
sum ed the proportions of an act­ 
ual competitor to transportation 
by rail. 
This means competition 
in passengers, 
express 
and mail 
traffic 
with 
its 
corresponding 
trend tow ard lower rates. 
This is 
not hard 
to realize 
when it is known that the large 
automobile 
manufacturers 
have 
entered the Reid of aircraft pro 
ductlon. 
B e c ausu 
production 
m ethods and quantity production 


will undoubtedly reduce the rost[ 
of airplane 
resulting 
I n a 
very j 
economical means of t:\nsporta-; 
tlon. 
Mr. Mackenzie 
expressed 
the 
opinion that there was a wonder­ 
ful future for air transportation 
in this part of the country. 
This 
development 
should 
necessarily 


be proceeded by the 
construction 
of safe airports. 
The rem arkable 
advancement of interest to pro­ 
vide airports in this 
locality pre­ 
dicts that the early use of the air­ 
plane is a transportation facility 
In the Upper Peninsula.

COMES TO END 


Trappers Use Clever De­ 
vice to Deceive 
Wardens 


ROYAL MIDGET CIRCUS AND LILLIPUTIAN THEATRE 


■Reaver poachers in 
the 
upper 
peninsula are bringing to a conclu­ 
sion another 
profitable 
season. 
Respite the vigilance 
of 
conser­ 
vation officers who in many sec­ 
tions make earnest efforts to halt 
this illegal taking of the state’s 
most valuable fur bearer, beaver 
trappers 
continue 
their 
Illicit 
work. 
The 
trapping 
season 
begins 
early in the fall and continues 
until the snow comes. The coming 
of snow increases the likelihood of 
the poacher being tracked down 
and caught by a game warden so 
all save a few’ of the more daring 
and sly of the trappers give up 
the beaver trapping during the 
winter months. The melting of the 
snow and the 
break-up 
on 
the 
streams brings the busiest season 
and the poaching is continued as 
late as the first part of June al­ 
though by that time the p ^ ts are 
of an inferior grade and bring 
only a low price on the market. 
The work of conservation 
of­ 
ficers in curbing this illegal trap­ 
ping is made especially 
difficult 
by the trickery resorted to bv the 
poachers in hiding their traps. 
Use Rafted S d 
The 
more 
experienced 
and 
skillful of the beaver trappers do 
not make their sets on a ru n ­ 
way, feeding place or slide used 
frequently 
by 
animals 
or 
in 
other sections where wardens are 
likely to look for the traps. 
In­ 
stead they place the trap several 
feet from the nearest runway and 
bait It with a fresh aspen stick. 
cut by the heaver themselves. To 
ald in luring the animals to these 
sets the poacher uses 
a 
beaver 
scent prepared from the castors of 
beavers already caught. 
The cusomary method of set­ 
ting a beaver trap is to run a wire 
IO 
or 
15 
feet 
long 
through 
the link of the trap chain, fasten 
one end of the wire to a stake on 
the hank or dam and anchor the 
other end with a heavy stone in 
the water several feet deep. 
A beaver caught in tho trap 
dives to deep water, seeking es- 
cape. 
The chain slides down the 
wire and tho weight of the trap 
tires the animal and eventually 
holds it beneath the surface until 
it drowns If the trap were staked 
directly to the hank the beaver 
would he unable to roach deep 
wa* cr and iujviany cases would 
twist its fowl off ahovqr, the trap 
jaws and sovescape. 
Hides Trap 
In making such a set the poach­ 
er resorts to every possible device 
to hide his trap from the prying 
eyes of game wardens who may he 
on his trail. Having driven the 
stake flush with the surface of 
the water 
he 
places 
a 
second 
short stake on it and with the aid 
of this drives it down until it is 
buried in the mud. He then uses 
mud to cover the anchor wire and 
the trap and chain and when the 
set is finished it is next to impos­ 
sible for the warden to locate it 
unless he chsnces to be guided to 
the pis ce by Anding 
s 
beaver 
struggling in the trap. 
Another ruse is 
frequently re­ 
sorted to by the poachers to es­ 
cape detection. Having located a 
flourishing beaver colony in some 
remote location, 
far 
from 
any 
traveled highway or clearing, they 
visit it in the early part of the eve­ 
ning and aet out a line of traps 
covering every runway, feeding 
places, slide and 
house 
in 
the 
pond. These traps are set hurried­ 
ly with no attem pt at concealment 
and the work is finished In an 
bour or two. A beaver is as eas­ 
ily trapped by one familiar with 
their habits as a muskrat. When 
:he poachers have finished placing 
their traps they go a short dls- 
tance»away from the 
pond 
and 
camp for the night without build-

ing a fire. An hour or two before 
dawn the revisit the beaver col­ 
ony and take up tho traps along 
with any fur caught. If the work 
has been well done more than half 
the traps will contain beaver and 
the poacher may wipe out almost ; 
an entire colony in this manner in 
a single night. 
Knowing the results 
of 
their 
raid are almost sure to be discov­ 
ered if the game warden in that 
district is vigilant and that the 
colony probably will 
be 
closely 
watched after th a t, the poachers 
do not again attempt to trap in 
that pond during the entire sea­ 
son. 
The mischief is done and 
they promptly move to a new lo­ 
cation.

Deviations of four 
years, either way for the man, and 
two years for the young woman are 
almost equally ideal. 
But if the 
groom is under 24 and the bride under 21, the 
danger of unhappiness is greatly increased, and 
if both are under 19 the risk is IO to IOO times 
greater than at the normal or ideal ages. 
Above this safest point any age over 38 for 
both parties is from two to five times more like­ 
ly to result in unhappiness than at the ages 
deemed ideal. 
There are, however, other implications that 
bring together the significance of the character­ 
istics of the man and woman: 
I. 
Young girls, especially, often seek mar­ 
riage because they are dissatisfied with their 
own home conditions. 
These conditions may 
be due to a nagging mother, lack of privacy and 
the humdrum of jaded 
family life. 
Frequently a stern and crude father is 
the cause. 
2. 
Boys, likewise, may be harassed 
by many of the foregoing condition^, 
but the more compelling reason is phys-
